Bank at Rhome has been lent 
to his father by the same bank 
to pay an attorney engaged to 
defend the youth on a federal 
bank robbery charge. 


The story of how 
financial 
aid had come from the victim ­ 
ized bank came to light W ed­ 
nesday when W illiam Coy (Son­ 
ny) Burk Jr., an Air Force en­ 
listed man, was arraigned be­ 
fore U. S. Commissioner Van 
Orden on charges contained in 
a bank robbery indictment re­ 
turned Nov. 2 by a federal grand 
jury at Amarillo. 


Burk, who was given a 10- 
year probated sentence Tuesday 
in 43rd District Court at Deca­ 
tur when he pleaded guilty to 
a state charge of robbery by as­ 
sault in the same case, entered 
a plea of not guilty Wednesday 
afternoon to the federal charge. 
He acted on advice of his at­ 
torney, Nolan L. Sewell of Deca­ 
tur, who also advised Burk to 
make no further statement when 
Van Orden asked 
if 
he 
had 
anything to say in his own de­ 


fense. 


Bond then was set at $5,000 
on recommendation of assistant 
U. S. Attorney Binion 
despite 
Sewell’s plea for a smaller bond. 
“ This boy’s people are farm 
folks and they can’t afford to

After a man 
has HEARD the gospel, BELIEVED it, and REPENTED of his 
sins, then he must confess. But of what does this 
confession 
consist?? Is it the following? “ I confess that God for C hrist’s 
sake has pardoned my sins.” There are many people that make 
th at kind of confession and who evidently believe that that is 
the confession required by God’s Word.

this is not 'the confession th at is to be made. Let us hear God’s 
W ord on this m atter. In Rom. 10:9 we 
read: 
“ That if thou

In Acts 8:37 we have the following: 
‘‘And 
in thine heart that God hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be savel.” In Acts $:37 we have the 
following: 
‘‘And 
Philip said, lf thou believest with all thine heart, thou mayest. 
And he answered and said, I believe th at Jesus Christ is the 
Son of God.’’ Jesus says in Matt. 10:32: ‘‘W hosoever therefore 
shall confess me before men, him will I confess also before my 
F ather which is in heaven.” From these passages and others we 
conclude th at the confession to be made is faith in Jesus Christ 
as the Son of God. 
The purpose of this confession is given in 
Romans 
10:10 
when Paul says that ‘‘with the m outh confession is made unto 
salvation.” According to this statem ent a man is still lost when 
he makes this confession and he makes it ‘‘UNTO salvation.” 
Yet many people today teach th at a m an is saved BEFORE he 
confesses. A man must first believe before he can confess, and 
thus according to the doctrine of ‘‘faith only” confession is not 
unto salvation. Shall we believe th e 'apostle Paul or some man? 
I for one will take w hat God’s W ord has to say about it. After 
a man has made the good confession, then he is a proper Sub­ 
ject for baptism. We will discuss baptism next week, but re­ 
m ember that before a man can be scripturally baptized, he must 
bear, believe, repent, and confess his faith in the Savior.

with the world . . . fgpF ^ 
jg 
like a turnip. Be- 
ing a Christian is 
Dr. Foreman 
a far more demanding thing. And 
the 
demands 
are 
Christ’s 
de­ 
demands. He is not a trademark, 
a portrait of a Founder beaming 
on us benevolently from the wall. 
He is the living Christ, Son of 
Man and Son of God. He makes 
demands on his disciples, and he 
has a right to make them. 


Discipleship 
Those who were closest to Jesur 
in Galilee, those with whom hr 
took 
the 
greatest 
pains, 
were 
called Disciples. Now the least 
that 
"disciple” 
can 
mean 
is 
"learner.” The first demand thai 
Christ makes on us who would call 
ourselves Christians, the demand 
preliminary to all others, is tha, 
we learn of him. We never should 
assume that we know all about 
j esus—his character, his teach­ 
ing, his purpose. It is a sobering 
question: How much cf out 
bt 
havior, our attitudes, our think­ 
ing in various fields, our relation­ 
ships 
with 
other 
people — how 
much of this did we learn from 
Jesus, and how much did we copy 
from other persons, and how much 
is our own invention? 


Decision 
Another demand Christ makes 
of us is decision. This in three 
ways; decision for him, decision 
about him, decision with him. It 


is specially these last two that are 
highlighted 
in this week’s pas­ 
sages from Luke. The decision for 
Christ is the point at which one 
begins to be a disciple. But be­ 
sides learning, the Christian dis­ 
ciple has to decide, and act ac­ 
cordingly, about some questions 
that affect him vitally. One is the 
decision about Christ which Jesus 
pushed on his disciples. "Who do 
you say that I am?” Jesus put 
this question only after they had 
been 
disciples 
for 
some 
time. 
(Why?) But it can be answered at 
any time, and it must be answered 
some time, if we have any title 
to the name 
"Christian. 
How 
■seriously do we take Jesus Christ. 
That depends on what answer we 
give to his question: What do we 
think of him? Who and what is 
he? The more fully we know his 
importance, 
the more 
seriously 
we shall take him. Is he a dream­ 
er, a poet, an impractical ideal­ 
ist? Is he a child of his age, im­ 
portant then, but now such a man 
as we can safely neglect? Is he a 
noble thinker, a stirring leader of 
men? Or is he, as Peter dared to 
believe, the Son of the living God? 
Does he come to us with the 
authority of one man’s opinion, 
or does he speak as an ancient 
sage, or does he speak with the 
wisdom of the Almighty? He de­ 
mands a decision.

Denial of Self 
Now if we have answered the 
first two demands, for d’scipleship 
and for decision, we may be ready 
for the third demand. (This is the 
decision with him, spoken of just 
now.) We shall pay very little at­ 
tention to this if we have not 
rightly met the other two. If we 
are not true learners we shall not 
even hear this, or we shall m is­ 
understand it. lf we think less of 
Christ than we ought to think, 
then this demand will seem ego­ 
tistic, unreasonable, suicidal. It is 
only the Son of God who has the 
right to make such a demand. It 
is for nothing less than denial of 
self. There is a cheap substitute 
for this which is sometimes m is­ 
taken for it. It is called “self-de­ 
nial” and may mean no more 
than going without ice cream for 
a while, doing without some lux- 
* 
or other. Denial of self is 
something different entirely. Jesus 
puts it in terms of a crucifixion. 
To take up a cross was to be al­ 
ready on the last mile. To deny 
the self means to cease being 
one’s own center-of-the-universe. 
It means “love thyself last.’ 
It 
means dying to oneself, as Paul 
put it, and living to God. It means 
‘Not I, but Christ, liveth in me.
